WHITE SLAVES IN HUNGARY, 


GMungary Peasants Harnessed to Plow 


Like-Beasts of Burien. 


From the London Mail: Stephen Var- 
konyi, the leader of the peasants’ revo- 
lutien which convulsed Hungary -dur- 
ing the early months of this year, has 
just been sentenced to one year’s im- 
prisonment for high treason. The 
movement which was inaugurated by 
Varkonyi was a revolt against the 
remnants of serfdom which still exist 
in some parts of Hungary. In these 
districts each peasant is compelled to 
work fifty days ‘in the year for the 
landowner without pay. These fifty 
days of compulsory labor are not suc- 
cessive or at fixed intervals, but when 
the landowner has work to be done he 
sends a drummer through the vilage 
and every male inhabitant is obliged 
to respond to the summons. There- 
upon so Many men are selected as re- 
quired. The landowner almost in- 
variably exacts this labor in the sum- 
mer, when the peasants’ time is most 
valuable to him. In summer the peas- 
ant can earn as much as one shilling 
a day; in winter not more than four- 
pence or sixpence. In winter the peas- 
ants are compelled to act as beaters in 
the magnates’ hunts for a wage of 
twopence a day. The occupation is 
a dangerous one and the time is not 
counted in the anual fifty days’ com- 
pulsory labor. ‘The wives of the peas- 
ants are required to sweep and scrub 
the local manor house once a week 
without pay. Finally, many landown- 
ers use the peasants as beasts of bur- 
den, harnessing four men to plow in-

WASHINGTON, Feb. (.—Secretary

injury to foreign interests. Now, how- 
ever, it is felt that the latter are per- 
haps morein jeopardy froma continu- 
ance of the existing state of affairs than 
they would ibe through a rapid seizure 
of the town. 

It is expected that Gen. Oti will im- 


: mediately move on Malolos, the insur- 


gent capital, and capture or disperse 
the so-called Filipino government. The 
more closely the insurgents are pressed 
and the more vigorous and determined 
the campaign, it is said, the sooner may 
we expect peace.

WHITE SLAVES IN HUNGARY, 


Huangary Peasants Harnessed to Plow 
Like-Beasts of Burien. 


From the London Mail: Stephen Var- 
konyi, the leader of the peasants’ revo- 
lution which convulsed Hungary -dur- 
ing the early months of this year, has 
just been sentenced to one year’s im- 
prisonment for high treason. The 
movement -which “was inaugurated by 
Varkonyi was a revolt against the 
remnants of serfdom which still exist 
in some parts of Hungary. In these 
districts each peasant is compelled to 
work fifty days ‘in the year for the 
landowner ‘without pay. These fifty 
days of compulsory labor are not suc- 
cessive or at fixed intervals, but when 
the landowner has work to be done he 
Sends a drummer through the village 
and every male inhabitant is obliged 
to respond to the summons. There- 
upon so many men are selected as re- 
quired. The landowner almost in- 
variably exacts this labor in the sum- 
mer, when the peasants’ time is most 
valuable to him. In summer the peas- 
ant can earn as much as one shilling 
a day; in winter not more than four- 
pence or sixpence. In winter the peas- 
ants are compelled to act as beaters in 
the magnates’ hunts for a wage of 
twopence a day. The occupation is 
a dangerous one and the time is not 
counted in the anual fifty days’ com- 
pulsory labor. ‘The wives of the peas- 
ants are required to sweep and scrub 
the local manor house once a week 
without pay. Finally, many landown- 
ers use the peasants as beasts of bur- 
den, harnessing four men to plow in- 
stead of two oxen. 

Stephen Varkonyi, who instigated 
the revolt against thèse degrading con- 
ditions of labor, is a sort of Hungarian 
Wat Tyler. He is the son of poor peas- 
ants, was educated in the farmvard 
and graduated in the fields. He isiquite 
a typica] horny handed son of toil, is 
physically tall, stoutly built, and small 
eyes, with their suggestion of the Mon- 
golian slit, and has that rough kind of 
natural humor which appeals to the 
simple peasant mind. Varkonyi.whese 
power over the agricultural population 
of his country is unbounded, is ore of 
the most irteresting figures in medjern 
Hungarian life.

Improvement in Telegraphy,. 

According to Mr. Preece, an eminent 
authority on telegraphy, 400 words per 
minute can now be telegraphed along 
one Wire, as a result of the improve- 
ment in recent years of duplex ‘and 
quadruplex circuits in-connection with 
automatic instruments. When the 
telegraph service was taken over by 
the English government, not many 
years ago, 120,000 messages were sent 
per week. Now the weekly number is 
over 600,000. In press work the fn- 
crease is most marked, ‘the rate at this 
period having risen from -5,000 words 
per day to nearly 1,000,000—that is te 
say, 340,000,000 words of press mes- 
sages were delivered in 1890. Al 
prominent countries exhibit corre- 
sponding growth. 


France Likes Horse Flesh, 

The annual statistics published by 
the French ministry of agriculture in- 
dicate that the consumption of the 
flesh of horses, mules and donkeys is 
steadily increasing in Paris. The 
number of stalls at which it is offered 
for sale now reaches 193. The num- 
ber of horses brought to the shambles 
for slaughter was 21,667, of mules 52, 
and of donkeys 310, ‘but 784 horses, a 
mule, and seven donkeys were con- 
demned as unfit for human food, so 
that the total killed and consumed 
was 20,933 horses, 51 mules and 303 
donkeys.

President Wells laid before the meet- 
ing the recommendation of the execu- 
tive committee that the coming Fourth 
of July be made the occasion of a pub- 
lic celebration. Mayor Davis embodied 
the recommendation in the form of a 
resolution, and in regard to the matter 
said that the result was of some mo- 
ment as the association would be called 
upon to stand most of the expense and 
would come in for most of the benetits 
of the demonstration. Professor George 
spoke a few words in favor of the pro- 
ject, M. T. Woodruff gave a brief ex- 
planation of the fitness of this par- 
ticular year for its observance and it 
was then put to vote and carried unani- 
mously. President Wells suggested that 
the matter of choosing a committee to 
engineer the feat be left to the execu- 
tive committee. Action to that effect 
was taken by the meeting and the ex- 
eculive committee was directed to se- 
lect five for the duty. 

It was recommended by the exzcutive 
committee and resolved by Mayor Da- 
vis, that the proposed electric road be- 
tween Ypsilanti and Saline would be a 
benefit to the city; that the association 
do all im its power to aid in the estab- 
lishment of said road; and farther, that 
if necessary the association take up 
some of the bonds of the road.

Resvlution that $10 be subscribed to 
the Merchants’ Mercantile Association 
of Michigan to aid in securing the pas- 
sage by the legislature of better gar- 
nishee laws. Carried unanimously. 

President Wells laid before the meet- 
ing the recommendation of the execu- 
tive committee that the coming Fourth 
of July be made the occasion of a pub- 
lic celebration. Mayor Davis embodied 
the recommendation in the form of a 
resolution, and in regard to the matter 
said that the result was of some mo- 
ment as the association would be called 
upon to stand most of the expense and 
would come in for most of the benefits 
of the demonstration. Professor George 
spoke a few words in favor of the pro- 
ject, M. T. Woodruff gave a brief ex- 
planation of the fitness of this par- 
ticular year for its observance and it 
was then put to vote and carried unani- 
mously. President Wells suggested that 
the matter of choosing a committee to 
engineer the feat be left to the execu- 
tive committee. Action to that effect 
was taken by the meeting and the ex- 
ecutive committee was directed to se- 
lect five for the duty.

No better 
proof of this is needed than the oyster 
shells in the kitchen-middens in the 
vicinity of old Roman remains in En- 
gland, and even in Italy shells are 
found bearing the special characteris- 
tics of the England oysters. 

Such marvelous quantit es of oysters 
disappear at the Colchester oyster 
feast that the question naturally sug- 
gets itself, “How many oysters would 
a hungry man in good health have to 
eat to feel satisfied?’ Brillat-Savarin, 
the great French authority on dining, 
tells the story that in 1798, exactly 100 
years ago, he invited to a private oys- 
ter feast a friend who had declared 
that he had never been able to eat all 
he wanted of oysters. “In an hour,” 
said Savarin, “the man had consumed 
thirty-two dozen, and seemed then only 
in full swing. ‘Moncher, it is not your 
fate,’ I said, ‘to eat your fill of oysters 
to-day.
